Bill has agreed to accept the same contract as presented to Todd
Aerni. Todd will transition Bill thru the month of June and invoice the City
on July 15 for final inspections with NE Code Consulting. The City of
Milford will need to turn all the electrical inspections over to the State of
NE. The City has agreed to have Bill Fuelling present professional and
liability insurance as part of the agreement.

Approve contract for new Building Official: A motion was made by
Fortune and seconded by Bruha to authorize Mayor Plessel to sign the
agreement with Bill Fuelling under the current terms effective July 1, 2007.
